VISIT IN ROME 


After predicting that the boys and 


girls of Lawrence college will have 
to face problems in the future that 
cannot be faced today. Bishop Weller 
told of the conference of the Episco- 
pal fhurch in Cincinnati, O., in 1910, 
at which a. commission was appointed 
to bring about a world conference of 
all the Christian bodies that acknowl- 
edged Christ as God and Savior.

bishop said he was appointed a mem- 
ber and went abroad just after the 
armistice was signed. 
He was one 


of the members that visited 
Rome 


which was one of the places at which 
the commission was not successful.

winning the war than anyone had 
any idea. 


The commission was unable to get 


bhops from Italy to Alexandria; from 
Smyrna to Alexandria and from Con- 
stantinople to Alexandria.

United 
States 
and 
Europe 


and United States and Japan. The 
Americans were held in the greatest 
esteem everywhere, the bishop said. 


After waiting four months the com- 


mission 
crossed the Mediterranean, 


but the speaker said it would have 
been easier and cheaper to have rowed 
across. A visit was paid to Jerusalem, 
where Bishop Weller said he presented 
the proposition to the bishops and re- 
ceived encouragement.

1 1-2 cup olive oil. 
Mix dry ingredients, all egg yolks,

TAX 


There is a widespread effort to discredit 


the sales tax as a method of raising 
revenue to pay the bonus. 
This propa- 


ganda has found root especially among 
the farmers and organized labor. 
AVe do 


not sec how it is possible for the farmer, 
the laboring man. or anyone else for that 
matter, to be misled by the arguments 
used against the sales tax. 


There is not a federal tax today that ' 


Trields any large amount of revenue that 
docs not impose a greater burden on the 
ultimate consumer than would a sales tax. 
^Vhilc on the surface it may seem that in- 
come taxes and surtaxes levied on busi- 
ness and o,n persons of wealth are actu- 
ally paid by them, the truth is that all of 
these taxes are no_t only passed on to the 
consumer, but in a sum from fifty to five 
hundred per cent greater than the tax. 
Income taxes have been a prolific cause 
*fof high prices as well as of excessive cor- 
porate earnings- 


The consumer has paid the equivalent 


of 
the 
ordinary 
sales tax 
many 


times over in the price charged for 
all commodities affected by income taxes, 
surtaxes and most specific taxes. A sim- 
ple general sales tax on certain commodi- 
ties of one and one-half per cent would, it 
is estimated, raise the $400,000,000 re- 
quired to pay the soldiers' cash bonus the 
first year. This tax could be levied on the, 
manufacturer and on one turnover only. 
The tax would be so small that in many 
cases the manufacturer would absorb it. 
In others he would pass it on to the con- 
sumer, but it would be trivial. 


If the tax is passed on to the consum- 


er he would pay seven and one-half cents 
OH a purchase of five dollars. 
If he 


bought a suit of underwear priced at two 
dollars he would pay a tax of three cents. 
If "it was a pair of shoes costing six dol- 
lars, the tax would be nine»jpents, or if 
they cost only four dollars the tax would 
be six cents. 


Is a sales tax of this character to be re- 


fearded as burdensome? "Would the con- 
sumer prefer to pay a sales tax of six 
cents on /a purchase of four dollars, or to 
pay a price of four and a half or five dol- 
3ars charged by the producer to protect 
Trimself against some onerous tax, as in 
the case of excessive income taxes? 


Most foodstuffs, including the products 


•Of the farm, will be exempt from the sales 
tax. When the farmer, the laboring man, 
the consumer at large, really understands 
the sales tax he ought to be for it in pref- 
erence to any other, aside possibly from in- 
heritance taxes. 


Canada has a. sales tax twice what it is 


proposed to establish in the United States. 
Instead of suffering from the sales tax the 
Canadians are benefited by it and are en- 
thusiastic for it. 
Stephen Leacock. pro- 


fessor of economics at the McGill Univer- 
sity. Montreal, says: "The most wonder- 
ful thing about the Canadian sales tax is 
that the consumer is practically unaware 
that there is any such tax. 
Ask any Ca- 


nadian about the income tax**or the luxury 
1ax and he will swear. 
But question him 


about the sales tax,and he will look puz- 
zled and say that he thinks there is one, 
but ho can't, remember exactly what it is 
or who pays it."

ing in the interest of the American people 
at lartre. He is protecting the poor man 
and the ultimate consumer.

Answer. It is a stimulant to the function of the 


thryroid gland, and hence its effect is to increase 
metabolism, and probably aid in burning up and 
eliminating from the body various inflammatory de- 
posits: it tends to reduce weight; sometimes causes 
a condition resembling coryza or head "cold" and 
hoarseness, sometimes a skin rash. It is by no 
means harmless and should not be taken at all un- 
less under medical supervision. Self medication with 
so called "rheumatism" remedies containing iodide 
often does much harm and seldom docs any good. 
Of course such medication does not reach the in- 
fection focus accountable for the joint truble. .

Washington, D. C.—That the re- 


sources of Alsiska are not being prop- 
erly developed, and that the methods 
and conditions of Federal administra- 
tion in that territory are in part re- 
sponsible, is a statement which has 
been emphatically made in connection 
-wltfi the proposal to take the Bureau 
of Forestry out of the Department of 
Agriculture and place it in the De- 
partment of the Interior. 


This, of course, would give the In- 


terior Department 
control 
of 
the 
great national forests in Alaska, and 
would make the department the chief 
Federal arbiter of Alaska's industrial 
destiny, as the Interior Department 
already has the administration of 
other public lands in Alaska. 
Curiously enough, the conservation- 


ists in and out of the Forest Service, 
who are all opposes! to the tranfcr of 
the Forest Service, agree with their 
opponents that Alaska is in a bad way 
industrially and that Federal admin- 
istration is in part tho reason for 
this. These 
conservationists 
claim 
that tho move to place the Alaskan 
forests under the administration of 
the Department of the Interior is part 
of a general plan for the abandonment 
"of the Roosevelt conservation policy 
in Alaska, and-for a freer use of her 
natural resources. 
Such a policy is 


demanded by many persons financial- 
ly interested in Alaska, and a vigorous 
lobby in favor of such a policy has 
long been maintained in Washington 
by such interests. 
These interests say that Alaska is 


-not developing and that the Federal 
policy of careful conservation is re- 
sponsible for the lack of development. 
The conservationists agree that Alas- 
ka is not developing as it should, but 
claim that every one of its natural 
resources is open 
to 
development. 


This is hindered, they claim, to some 
extent by the long-range methods of 
Federal administration, which should 
be abandoned in favor of administra- 
tion on the spot, but mainly by the 
fact that Alaska is far from mar- 
kets and has poor transportation fa- 
cilities. 


OUR LAST FRONTIER 
The greater American public is in- 


different to and ignorant of the whole 
matter.

the face of the earth. To some extent 
Alaska has been that, and to some 
slight extent perhaps it still is. But 
this last frontier of ours i.s certainly 
not functioning as it should. 


No doubt a harsh climate in many 


parts of it has something to do with 
it. Also there is not a great deal of 
farm land in Alaksa and the estab- 
lishment of a profitable farm there 
is a difficult business. Tho one-man 
placer mining is largely a thing of 
tho past. All observers seem agreed 
that the development of Alaska in 
largely a task for organized capital. 
It never will be the land of individual 
opportunity that the old West was. 
But. it is far more a land of individual 
opportunity than tho greater part of 
the states, and should be even more 
so than it ij. There is rleh land to 
bo tr.ken up. Fur-farming i.s .i profit- 
able business there, and one where 
little capital i.s needed. Small capital 
has many chances in Alaska. 


Needless to say, conservation fav- 


ors tlio development of Alaska as a 
place where the "little fellow" lias a 
good chance, and the demand for a 
loss strict conservation policy springs 
chiefly from men of large capital. 
The timber on the natiorial forests of 
Alaska.t can be cut,"but only under 
Forest Service supervision, so that 
they are not destroyed. They arc- be- 
ing nil, and nt. the same timo. con- 


tain unworkable laws, such 
that 


which forbids a man to take up land 
on both banks of a salmon stream, 
even though that stream bo a mere 
brook with one salmon in it. Federal 
aid in developing transportation 
in 


Alaska is also a dire need they say. 
The railroad is only one step. Alaska 
needs both highways and shipping. 


But the Roosevelt policy of con- 


servation, they urge, must not bo 
abandoned, if tho Alaskan resources 
arc to yield their full value to 'the 
American people as a whole.
